story today makes a man blush with shame, and his 
spirit almost rage .it its coldblooded beastiality. 

The exploitation on a people at war by private prof- 
iteers is the most blam ible spirit found in Americm life 
l0d«y. FortUnM made in this way will taint the hands that 
turned them before the judgment bar of a just (iod.

Lake Atltlan and Volcanoes. 

It was more than a half day's ride 
from this point before we came to

Two new words— Home Service — 
are takirg Important places In the 
vocsbulary and activity o( the 364 
American Hcd Cross chapters In Ohio, 
Indiana and Kentucky. 

At war's outbreak ten months ago 
to the few chapters then organized 
Red Cross work and popular knowl- 
edge of It centered only around prep- 
aration of hospital suppliea, equip- 
ment of base hospitals and supplying 
their personnel, and provisions of re- 
lief in times of disaster 

Then came the unfolding of a mul 
tltude of other chapter obligations- 
solicitation of war funds, driving for 
Increased membership, organi'Btlon nf 
arhool auxiliaries, turning out huge 
quotas of knitted articles, surgical 
dressings and Christmas packets. 

Amor/ these obligations— model of 
1917— was the organization of Home 
Service committees, better known In 
some communities as civilian relief 
committees. Kri-uinntly the actlvl 
tics of the Home Service committees 
were belittled by other chapter com 
tnittees. This because Importance of 
Home Service bad not been dearly 
defined. Now, through the efforts of 
the Bureau of Civilian Relief of the 
Ijike Division, headquarters at Cleve 
land, chapters have come to a clear 
understanding of the vltalness of Red 
Cross Home Service in relation to war 
and complete victory. 

Hut to the general public, notably 
In the so-called rural communities. 
Home Service Is little better under 
stood than it wss by the chapters s 
matter of Ave months bsck. 

So, what Is Red Cross Home Service 
and why? 

Home Service must be the nation's 
assurance that the enlisted and con 
scripted man's family shall not suffer 
for want of any essential thing within 
the power of the nation to give. 
The Public'a Conception. 
"Yes," say'B Mr. Average Citizen, 
"but Isn't the government providing 
war risk Insurance, and will It not pro- 
vide separation allowance where 
? laa t it a fact that but 
have been 
called to arms?" 

Mr. Average Citizen Is correct, but 
he la thinking only In terms of money 
relief And It is to convince him that 
administration of money relief Is only 
one of many features of Home Serv- 
ice that this series of articles on the 
rudiments of Home Service hsve been 
prepared. 

Scan this brief summary of the op- 
portunities confronting Home Service 
committees in your county and you 
will agree that the opportunities have 
become the duty and privilege of an 
upstanding, patriotic, American cltl- 
tenshlp. 

1 Conservation by service of hu- 
man resources wherever deterioration 
Is threatened in a soldier's or a sail 
or s home. 

2 Temporary relief of families In 
which there haa been a delay in pay- 
ments, or in which there Is an emer- 
gency. 

3. Responsibility for regular and 
continued assistance In cases not 
covered . by government allowance — 
this Includes families In need and res- 
ident In the United Statea of men who 
are In the service of our allies 

4. Persons! service to the returned 
soldier or sailor, especlslly when he 
Is dtssbled.

An encouraging relief In thess dsys 
of charges of disloyalty and criticism 
of public officials IS supplied by the 
National Security League in a resume 
of resolution* commendatory of the 
work of the Special War Congress, the 
President, the Cabinet and the Coun- 
cil of National Defense passed by 
trade associations, chambers of com 
merce snd other commerclsl bodies in 
all part* of th* country. This sctlon 
by nonpartisan organizations, repre- 
senting practically every branch of 
business In the l'nlted States, is being 
taken In response to their clrcularlza- 
tlon by the Security League following 
the passage of a resolution along the 
same lines by Its Managing Commit- 
tee. The Indorsement of the acts of 
ths various sgenrles of the national 
government toward the aggressive 
and efficient prosecution of the war In 
eluded In the Security League's resume 
comes from Texas. North Dakota. 
Montana -practically every state In 
the Union -and from organizations 
ranging from the Illinois drain Deal 
ers' Association and the National 
Leather Association to the Chambers 
of Commerce of Sault Ste. Marie, 
Mich., and Port Arthur, Texas. 

The Security League's letter to the 
commercial bodies reeds: 

"The "Managing Committee of the 
National Security League has passed 
the following resolution, to which ws 
tnvlts your special attention: 

"Ksen Apprecistlon." 
"'Resolved. That we urge th* 
branchea of the National Security 
League snd all public bodies to express 
to Congress s keen sense of apprecia- 
tion of the splendid constructive work 
done by our senators and representa- 
tives In enacting legislation to pro- 
vide for the effective conduct of the 
war. 

'"And be It further resolved. That 
we point out that the remarkable 
record of Congress In this regard, 
together with the wonderful work 
being done by the President and 
Cabinet and Council of National De- 
fense Is such ss to merit the gratitude 
of th* public and in fact of all liberty- 
loving peoples throughout tne world. 
It Is but fair that opportunity be taken 
to fully convey to them thess senti- 
ments of the American peopi*. Thoss 
who know their work will be Inspired 
by the splendid example of their offi- 
cial representatives to render the larg- 
est measure of Individual effort and 
sacrifice The quality and unity of 
service that has been rendered to the 
nation during the past few months, 
regardless of party lines. Is unparal- 
leled in history.' 

"Kindly permit us to suggest that 
approtskl by your organization of this 
resolution would be s distinct public 
service at this time when the govern- 
ment and every one allied vith It need 
and deserve the slncerest support and 
co-operation of all citizens. Will you 
inform us of the passage by your body 
or this or a similar resolution?"
